It is rather a whimiscal reflection that seem­ 
ingly it took a war to qualify Nebraska women for 
jury service. 
On many occasions prior to the last session of 
the Nebraska Unicameral, there had been pro­ 
posals before the legislature by which women 
would have become eligible for jury duty . 
But 
it was not until the manpower shortage arose and 
judges and other court officials were finding it 
increasingly difficult to fill out the jury panels, 
that something was done about it. 
Then the 
women's jury law in its application in Lancaster 
county was delay ed still further because of the 
lack of suitable facilities. 
The old jury rooms 
were in such a sad state of disrepair—unpainted, 
unsanitary and without furniture—that finally 
Lancaster county board repaired them. 
Now, with the court grinding away Monday for 
the first time in Lancaster county history , women 
were empaneled as members of two juries to hear 
the pending cases. 
Naturally , there is a great 
deal of curiosity , much more than ex perience jus­ 
tifies. 
For there Is no reason to believe that, as 
jurors, women will perform jury service any dif­ 
ferently than men. They may not be so familiar 
with court procedure, alway s, but when it comes 
to follownig the testimony and listening to the 
evidence, they ’ll do as good a job as men have 
done.

A service man complained at this office that he 
and other men in uniform have been unable to 
obtain seals on an afternoon bus running between 
Lincoln and Omaha. 
He said he first voiced his 
complaint at the ticket office and then to the driver 
of the bus, the latter pointing out there already 
was a full load. 
The nub of his grievance was the load was made 
up of about 60 per cent civilians and 40 per cent 
servicemen. 
He was under the impression that, 
without reservation, civilians are expected to stand 
back until service men have been accommodated.

Governor Griswold wisely side-stepped any 
commitment with relation to Nebraska’s Thanks­ 
giving observance. 
After all, the legislaUve action fixing the last 
Thursday in November for Thanksgiving in Ne­ 
braska, which put this state a week later than 40 
sister commonwealths, was not the governor’s baby 
It developed wholly through legislative inspiraUon! 
And if the legislature wants to change, the gover­ 
nor told newspaper men. it has the power to do so 
Which is a pretty good answer to the question 
tossed at him if he would recommend a change 
to standardize the day ’s observance. And then he 
added: 
“Nebraska will follow the same old custom of 
the final Thursday in November, the same as ob­ 
served by the pilgrims."

In Washington, a staff correspondent of the 
Christian Science Monitor last week quoted Gen­ 
eral Philip B, Fleming, public works administrator, 
in a warning that post-war planning for public 
works still “falls far short of a national program” 
and actually “is very spotty .” 
In proof. General Fleming asserted that two- 
thirds of all completed non-federal plans for 
post-war public works are accounted for by only 
five states: New York, Illinois, California, Michi­ 
gan and Ohio. 
The ex act status in the other 43 
states is not revealed, although, if Nebraska is 
any criterion, the post-war program is not as 
barren as General Fleming indicates. 
Of the 
completed plans, he say s a third are accounted for 
by only five cities: New York, Philadelphia, Los 
Angeles, Chicago and Detroit, 
* 
« 
* 
With all of their millions, they are, of course, 
in normal conditions of employ ment, the sore spots 
of the nation. 
But in every section of the coun­ 
try , the greatest stumbling block to any post-war 
program of public works has not been the lack 
of plans. 
The problem confronting communities 
and states is what to use for money . Those states 
and cities with completed plans have not solved 
that one. 
What they have done is to put down 
on paper in some careful detail the outlines of 
developments of a very deserving and p>erma- 
nently valuable character, accompanied in fewer 
instances with proposals to issue bonds, approval 
for which has not been given. 
There still is the undecided issue, an issue 
arising from public spending, whether public 
works undertaken in the post-war period should 
be financed wholly or largely in Washington, or 
its chief burdens met locally in the communities 
and the states. 
Until this issue of financing is 
met squarely , and settled, there is certain to be 
more or less uncertainty to all post-war planning. 
* 
* 
* 
Under the burdens of the war, positions oc­ 
cupied by federal, state and community govern­ 
ments have been reversed. 
The beginning ot 
federal works to meet widespread unemploy ment 
in the early thirties largely came about through 
the financial position of states and cities. 
Their 
treasuries were depleted and their credit facili­ 
ties had become strained. 
Now it is the federal 
government which is confronted with a huge debt, 
while generally the suspension of construction and 
infinitely improved employ ment for nearly a dec­ 
ade, reflecting itself in better tax collections, has 
placed the cities and the states on a more firm fi­ 
nancial basis. 
Yet, much as federal spending has been con­ 
demned. the thought persists that the bulk of the 
financial burden of post-war developments will 
be borne by Uncle Sam. 
Until the question of 
money is determined, uncertainty will continue. 
Between now and the close of the war in Europe 
and the Far East, states and local communities 
will have to make up their minds what they are 
going to do. 
This, undoubtedly , is what General Fleming 
had in mind.

There are few more distressing 
illnesses than eczema in a small 
child. It is not, of course, as tragic 
as some serious acute disease, like 
pneumonia or diphtheria, in a 
child, because it is never fatal and 
the children eventually get over 
it.

You can’t limit a growing child’s 
diet too much, certainly not to the 
ex tent of intefering with nutri­ 
tion, and most of the foods impli­ 
cated have been the most nutri­ 
tious elements of a child’s diet. 
In fact, up to the present we 
know very little about infantile 
eczema. 
Doctor’s Suggestion. 
So the suggestion that it is due 
to sensitiveness to human dander, 
as made by Dr. Frank Simon, of 
Louisville, is very welcome. 
The dander may come from the 
father, mother, qurse, or relative 
handling the child. We know that 
allergies are due to cat dander, 
and various animal danders, why 
not human dander? 
Cure And Prevention. 
The possibility of cure and pre­ 
vention involves such simple and 
harmless procedures that they are 
certainly worth try ing. They are: 
1. Parents and others in contact 
with the child are instructed to 
wash their scalps thoroughly at 
least once a week with soap, water 
and brush. 2. The child’s scalp is 
to be treated likewise. 3. The child 
is to wear long sleeves to the 
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wrists and long stockings reaching 
above the knees. 4. No one is per­ 
mitted to hold the child without 
first putting on a clean, w’ashable 
jacket over his ordinary clothing 
and covering the scalp and hair 
with a clean cap or cloth arranged 
to enclose completely all the hair. 
5. The child’s face is not permit-' 
ted to come in contact with the 
parent’s face or hair, and the 
child’s arms are not to be placed 
about the, parent’s neck. 
In practice this method works 
very successfully . 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
R. W. E.:—Just what part of the 
state of California would be best 
for hay fever and asthma? 
Answer: Those who live in the 
middlewest and suffer there from 
the ty pical hay fever that prevails 
from August to October will not 
suffer from that ty pe any where in 
California. However, they should 
know that California has its own 
kinds of asthma from plants and 
some of my patients who move 
there pick up a new variety .

Answer: Get a bottle of Bene­ 
dict’s solution at the drug store, 
also a test tube and a medicine 
dropper. The Benedict’s solution 
is blue. Hold it over a jet on the 
stove until it boils. Add five drops 
of urinoi If it turns red or green 
with a deposit, sugar is present. 
If it remains blue there is no 
sugar.

WASHINGTON—Political gloom 
at the first republican house of 
representatives caucus since elec­ 
tions was not as thick as the 
leaders expected. Talking off the 
record and really letting their 
hair down, the lame-ducks among 
them especially emphasized one 
significant thing—that the GOP 
should not waste time cussing out 
the political action committee but 
should match its activities by a 
similar organization. 
It was a completely closcd-door 
session, with newsmen barred, but 
here are the highlights: 
First 
part 
of 
ine 
meeting 
was monopolized by - Congressman 
Bertrand Gearhart of California 
in a lengthy harangue on freezing 
social security tax es. He demand­ 
ed a united GOP front against a 
tax increase. Most of his brethren 
agreed. 
Then Minority Leader Joe Mar­ 
tin discussed the elections, con­ 
ducting a sort of seminar in which 
there seemed to be general agree­ 
ment that republican hopes had 
been too high—that, with the war 
still on, the natural desire not to 
change administrations had been 
underrated, Martin pointed to the 
need of a strong congressional re­ 
publican organization with a first- 
rate staff functioning at all times. 
This is a definite GOP plan. 
Two lame-ducks, Cal Johnson 
of Illinois and Bill Miller of 
Connecticut, spoke of the factors 
which had led to their defeat. 
Johnson had expected defeat for 
some months, therefore did not 
blame the PAC. He said, however, 
that PAC was highly important 
throughout the country , and urged 
that republicans not be ashamed 
to learn from the Hillman organ­ 
ization. 
“They are doing a model job of 
education and propaganda,” John­ 
son said, “and we’ve got to be re­ 
alistic about it. We can’t do better 
than follow their ex ample.” 
Miller of Connecticut admitted 
freely that PAC had been the 
most effective single organization 
against him. 
He urged that the 
PAC methods be studied closely . 
“They 
are 
doing 
something 
we’ve got to do if we’re going to 
keep our party alive,” Miller said. 
“They ’re getting to the people 
with their story more effectively 
than any other group.” 
Back To Common Man. 
Reid Murray , reactionary Wis­ 
consin farm block member, then 
told his GOP colleagues: “The 
republican party must get back to 
the common man. 
We’re keep­ 
ing close to our farm populations, 
and it’s up to y ou people in the 
industrial districts to keep close 
to labor and be certain labor will 
go along with y ou.” 
Ben Jensen of Iowa chimed in 
to say : 
"Instead of quarreling 
with labor, we republicans have 
got to go out of our way to win 
labor .« support. 
My district is 
agricultural, and y ou city men 
could 
do a lot worse than study 
the way we farm people have 
worked to stay close to our con- 
stitutents.” 
Only discordant note, so far as 
PAC was concerned, was struck 
by lame-duck “Ham” Fish, who 
ranted about “communist control” 
of the PAC. 
He demanded that 
Clarence Brown of Ohio explain 
what his house campaign ex ­ 
penditures committee had done 
about exposing reds in the PAC. 
Brown said the committee was 
too busy to do very much on the 
subject and that the ruling from 


tlie attorney 
general that PAC 
was legal had helped to steer them 
away from the subject. 
“But we are planning to re­ 
commend several changes in the 
corrupt practices act,” Brow’n con­ 
tinued. 
"And I intend to see to 
it that there is an amendment to 
prevent the sort of activity by 
labor unions that PAC engaged 
in.” 
“Be sure y ou make it strong 
enough so that even the attorney 
geenral can’t write an opinion to 
excuse that sort of thing,” Noah 
Mason of Illinois advised. 
There was general agreement 
among the GOP congressman that 
a lot of political capital could be 
made of the current administra­ 
tion row between Attorney Gen­ 
eral Biddle and his ousted as­ 
sistant, Norman Littell.

Dewey came from ultra-reaction­ 
ary Harold Knutson of Minne­ 
sota, who complained about the 
Los

“He was out-new-dealing the 
new deal,” fumed Knutson. His 
gripe, however, was not well re­ 
ceived. 
In fact, most of his 
mates are a bit fed up with the 
stiff-necked Knutson. 
Homer Angell of Oregon com­ 
plained because the democrats 
•liave been keeping the Townsend 
Plan from coming to a vote this 
session. 
A petition to bring the

12, 
1946; a revised major-minor agreement; new legis­ 
lation to cover the p ost-war situ ation, and discu s­ 
sion of a p ossible su ccessor to the late Ju dge 
Kenesaw Mou ntain Landis as baseball's high 
commissioner. 
Thirteen amendments to the minor leagu e 
code are down for decision and their chief su p ­ 
p orter is ou r old friend, Clarence (Pants) Rowland, 
p resident of the Pacific Coast leagu e. 
Fire in Big Eyeu, 
We hear that Brother Rowland is coming east 
with fire in his ey es. We u nderstand he wou ld 
like to make the Pacific Coast circu it a third major 


leagu e and it mu st be admitted there are several 
coast towns which are big leagu ers in every 
resp ect. 
Failing that, he p robably will settle for an in­ 
crease in the draft p rice of p lay ers. He wants the 
ante raised from the cu rrent $7 ,5 00 to $15 ,000 and 
he has a scale of other increases ru nning right 
down to the class D leagu es.

Army was among the lead­ 
ers in ev ery one of the tabu­ 
lations during the season and 
was in first place throughout 
the last half of the campaign, 
following its 59-0 romp ov er 
Notre Dame. 
’J The Irish finished ninth and 
Nav y 
grabbed 
fourth. 
Ohio 
State, also unbeaten and the 
1944 champion of the Big 'Ten, 
is second and Randolph Field, 
another elev en with an unsul­ 
lied record, is third. 
ONLY ONE DISSENTER. 
Bainbridge, Iowa Pre-Flight, 
Southern California, Michigan, 
Notre Dame and the Fourth 
Air Force of California trailed 
the Middies in that order. 


Army wa.s mentioned on all 
hut one of the ballots receiv ed, 
the dis.senting v oter declaring 
that it was unfair to class the 
Cadets in the collegiate ranks.
